STATE OWNED RAILROADG.

Some of the Lines That lave No
Bonded Indebiedness.

A few rallronds have vo bonded In-
debtedness, says Bronson K, Keeler in
Mooily's  Muagazine, The Cincinnati
Southern, extending from Cinclonnati
to Chattanooga, bullt and owned by the
city of Cinclonatl, Is one. The Cinclno-
niutl, New Orleans & Texas PPacifie,
which lenses the Clocinnntl Soutbern,
I8 another. The Green Bay & Western
is o third. 1t has =ame income bonds,
which are really a preferred stock, as
the interest s payable only I earned.
The company has no fixed chargos ex-
cept tuxes. The Chicago Great West-
ern 12 o fourth road which has none.
The great Rock Island system bas none.
Its constituent companies have fonded
debts, but the Rock Island Company it-
self has none. The Western & Atlantic,
extending from Chattanooga to Atlan-
ta, has none,

The road was bullt 1o the 40's of the
last century by the State of Georgin,
and Is stlll owned by the State, nl-
though it operated ander a  lease
by the Nashville, Chattanoogan &' St
Louls Company., DBut from the time of
Ita completion down through the elvil
war, amd until the 70°s, It was operated
directly by the State. The engines,
cars amd entire equipment were the
properiy of the State, and the employes
were Buate ollicials, and drew thelr sal-
arles from the State troasury In or-
der to keep It ont of the lanils of the
so-culled carpet big government, it was
leased In the 0 to a company, and
later to the corporation which now op-
erates it.

It most historic rpilway in
the workl, Along its lHne Gen, Shep-
man began his march to the sen. Every
foot of the right of way bas hearl
the sound of battle; and every station
was the scene of violent bloodshoed.

IN THE HEMP REGION OF LUZON.

Eany Life of the Filipino Who Owns
a Small Plantntion.

It is a fascinating reglon, this great
hemp distriet of Southern Luzon, writes
a correspondent of the San Franclsco
Chronjele at Neuva Carceres, Luzon.
Everywhere one goes Iln the mountalns
he 1s apt to stumble on some little un-
suspected sequestéred hemp plantation
hidden away like a moonshiner's dis-
tillery in the Comberland mountalns.
